CHANGES IN CURRICULUM 


Academic Changes 


This year, due to the additions to the high school building, it has been 
possible to add several new academic courses to our curriculum. 2 


Four classes in College Entrance English have been organized for Seniors. 
Stress is placed on grammar and on theme writing rather than on literature. 


A Senior Science course aims to give the students an idea of what to buy 
and how to select the best grade of goods for their money. It is largely 
“consumer science.” 


Chemistry tnd Physics courses have been altered slightly. The standards 
of achievement have been raised so that students will be more adequately 
prepared to enter science courses in college. 


Alternate courses in Physical Education and Health are offered in sep- 
arate classes for all boys tand for all girls of the Freshman and Sophomore 
years. 


Industrial Courses 


For several years the need has been felt for additional educational facil- 
ities to accommodate the students who do not plan to continue their formal 
education after graduating from high school. 


The Industrial Education Department has done much to improve our 
school in the way of repair and construction work. At Christmas time under 
the direction of Mr. C. E. Summerville, head of the department, and other 
instructors our school building was impressively decorated with beautiful 
lights*and chimes that inspired the entire community. 


General Shop hus been offered in our school for several years and is a 
prerequisite for all the other vocational courses for boys. Here the student 
gets the foundation work needed for the specialized vocational courses, such 
as Electrical Trades, Building Trades, and Auto Mechanics—three new indus- 
trial courses which have been added to our curriculum this yeur. 


In Building Trades, emphasis is placed on construction work. The boys 
have built cabinets, tool rooms, and concrete flood light bases. They plan 
to build bleachers for the athletic field. 


Electrical Trades students are divided into three alternuting groups. In 
motor work, the boys built an arc welder and rewound small motors and 
armatures. The radio group learned the theory of radios and repaired all 
types of them. Practice wiring was done in the classroom booths. This group 
installed the flood lights in front of our building. 

In the Auto Mechanics Course the boys learn fundamental parts and 
nomenclature of various models. They get as much of the foundation work 
as is possible in one year. 

The Home Economics department added two new courses this year. 


Industrial Sewing includes cutting, fitting tand construction of garments. 
The girls begin with simple garments, such as aprons, pajamas, cotton 
dresses, garments of rayon, silk, and wool. They finish the course with a 
jacket, a suit, or a coat. 

The Cafeteria Management class trains both boys and girls for actual 
work in commercial foods establishments. All management problems—food 
preparation and service, cashiering and checking, are handled by the stu- 
dents. It is the aim of our cafeteria to give our students the best food at 4 
minimum price.

Germany fell on Armistice day, and so did 
the Red Birds. Centralia, a dark horse of the 
Big 7 Conference, came through in time to 
spoil Frankfort’s chances for a championship 
crown. Marion proved to be the easiest op- 
ponent of the season. Coach Changnon used 
his second and third teams to trounce the 


Wildcats 56-0. 


The grand finale of the season brought 
together two teams that had carried on a 
battle for many years. Benton, leading the 
conference race, would clinch the title with 
the Frankfort victory. Frankfort would tie Ben- 
ton for first place, if Benton should taste defeat. 
The so-called experts were puzzled as to who 
would be the winner of the great gridiron

Turkey Day found the largest crowd ever 
assembled at Johnston Field. Through two 
and a half quarters the two teams fought, 
Benton having a slight edge on the Birds. Then 
injuries began to take their toll. With three 
regulars out of the Birds’ lineup, Benton pushed 
over the only touchdown of the day. Even this 
did not dampen the Birds’ fighting spirit, but 
the strong Benton line failed to open as the 
Birds tried to reach the striped zone. The loss

Benton, the Birds’ rival, proved fairly easy, 
as the Rangers were trampled 46-25. 


Frankfort played host to Harrisburg in the 
next game, and the Saline County basketeers 
returned home on the short side of a 52-31 tally. 


In the next game the Birds traveled to 
Marion where the Wildcats edged out the lo- 
cals in the last few minutes of the play by two 
successful free throws which made the final 
score 25-24. 


McLeansboro was the Red Birds’ next vic- 
tim, for the Birds trampled them 29-25.

Centralia agtain defeated West Frankfort by 
a 25-23 score.

A return game on Mt. Vernon's floor was 
the next conference game. The Rams’ prestige 
fell, as Frankfort scored tanother conference 
victory, 33-32. 


For a second time the county seat squad 
fell victim to a strong Bird scoring splurge on 
the local floor, and the score was 25-29. 


After another profitable road trip, the Car- 
dinal aggregation returned from Harrisburg 
smarting a 43-40 mid-week victory. That week 
end West Frankfort followers saw a highly 
excited Marion outfit travel home with a 38-37 
win over the Birds. 


Jent, tall Johnston City center, scored the 
winning tally in an eventful overtime on the 
home floor. The final score was 40-38. 


The last regularly scheduled contest of the 
season brought no more pleasing results, for 
the next evening in an encounter with Christo- 
pher in their gymnasium the local five fell 
before the Christopher onslaught, 26-20. 


The State Regional Tournament at Benton 
started February 28, and extended through 
March 2. In their first encounter West Frank- 
fort massacred a weak Royalton team 53-12 
and gained the right to get revenge on Zeigler, 
who had defeated the Birds the year before 
in the semi-finals.
